The Royal Society for the encouragement of Arts, Manufactures and Commerce 
was founded in 1754, by William Shipley, a drawing master from Northampton, 
who assembled a group of the most eminent artists, philosophers and scientists of 
the day and declared that the objectives of his Society were ‘to embolden enterprise, to 
enlarge science, to refine art, fo improve our manufactures and to extend our commerce’. 
The Society moved to its present premises, which were purpose built by the Adam 
brothers as part of their Adelphi development, in 1774.

A. H. Baldwin and Sons Ltd., founded in 1872, has had premises in The Adelphi 
since the 1920's and since 1970 at 11 Adelphi Terrace. The original Terrace was 
demolished in 1936. The drawing is derived from part of Robert Adam’s original 


plans for his Royal Terrace, and depicts the house at the West end of the Terrace at 
the corner of Robert Street.

Coins showing a centaur are reported by several authors, e.g. Oreshnikov as nos 913-918, but without attribution as to region 
or ruler. Some types of these coins carry the inscription "Grand Prince’. Prof. Fedorov-Davydov of Moscow University 
considers these types to be minted anonymously in Nizhnii Novgorod by Vasillii Dmitrievich of Moscow (1389-1425). The 
other side of these coins usually shows a man holding an axe or an animal. Some show an arabic inscription "The Just Sultan 
Toktamysh - May He Live Long”. Of these Prof. Fedorov-Davydov writes: "Coins with a centaur are not often found with a 
reverse side like Golden-Horde coins - more usually their reverse is Russian". This type was not known to Oreshnikov.

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THE GEORGE BLAKER COLLECTION 


INDO-GREEK AND OTHER COINS OF ANCIENT AND MEDLEVAL 
INDIA, AND OF KASHMIR, BHUTAN, NEPAL AND TIBET 


CEORGE BLAKER is fond of telling enquirers that his first visit to India was in 1912; and it is 
accurate, for he was born there in that year. His next visit occurred in 1946 when, as Private 
Secretary to Sir Stafford Cripps, he accompanied the British Cabinet Mission to India to 
negotiate, with Indian statesmen, Jawaharlal Nehru and others, the independence of India. In 
that period he met Gandhiji on many occasions. But it was not until 1960 that his interest in 
India's history, especially its ancient history, led him to begin a study of the old coins in which 
so much of that history is reflected. 


In 1957 he was appointed British Treasury Representitive in South Asia, a post which he held 
for seven years. Throughout that time he was attached to the British High Commissions in 
India and Sri Lanka and to the British Embassy in Burma, with occasional duties in Nepal and 
the Maldive Islands. His collection of coins was influenced mainly by his travels in Northern 
India and in Nepal at that time. He was attracted by the artistic qualities of the Indo-Greek 
and Gupta coins of Northern India and those of the Malla dynasty in Nepal, but other 
regions, such as Madras, are also well represented.

sold. There were specialities, however, the Ancient British coins that follow, the collection of 


Venetian coins which is now at the British Museum, and medals and 17th century tokens of 
London and Hampstead in particular, where he lived for many of his 76 years. Philip was a 
mathematician, working in insurance and as a teacher - he briefly tutored Grand Duke Vladimir, 
senior surviving heir of the Romanovs - before serving as a Squadron Leader with the RAF. He 
then joined the Civil Service, where he was Head of the Grants Division of the D 9.1 R from 1957- 
1962. It was when working with Post-graduate awards that he met his wife Stella, always 
supportive of, and a partner in his collecting interests. Not only was Philip President of the 
London Numismatic Club, but also an active supporter of the Royal and British Numismatic 
Societies, and there were few numismatic lecture courses and coin-days within his reach that Philip 
did not attend. His archive of photographs of people in the coin world throughout the past forty 
years remains to be published, but here his coins can be seen as a reflection of a man of great 


intellect and wide interests.
